WASHINGTON', June 4.—The cabinet 


today • unmimoualy decided that exist- 
ing conditions do'not warrant the call- 
ing of an extra, «c«sion of congress this 
stiTnauir. Secretary itoot and Attorney 
0«n«nd Knox both rendered legal opin- 
ions to the effect that the/ authority to 
govern the Philippines vested in the 
president by the Spooler 
amendment 


was ample. These opinions were con- 
curred Ln by all the membur* of the cab- 
inet. The decision of the cabinet was 
announced after the cabinet meeting in 
tho following statement issued by Sec- 
retary' CortolyOll: 


"'The president has determined that 


existing condition do not require or war- 
rant calling congress together during the 
present summer or making any change 
in tho policy hitherto pursued and an- 
nounced in regard to the Philippine is- 
lands."

for their great .hundred mile dash from 
Cleveland to Erie to decide the speed 
championship of the great lakes. Steam- 
boat men from maiiy lake ports gather- 
ed to sec the contest. Special excursion 
bonts from Cleveland, Toledo, Erie, Buf- 
falo and smaller purLs took large loads 
of jKissengers to points along the course. 
Throngs of curious people also gathered 
along the lake shore to cntch a glimpse 
of the racers. The day dawned bright 
and clear with a light southwesterly 
breese stirring a gentle swell. Long be- 
fore starting lime Cleveland harbor wns 
alive with ra.fts and the wharves were, 
black with people. Thousands of whis- 
tles and bells sounded as the two racers 
steamed iip to the stake boat. They 
apparently were evenly matched. The 
Erie is 324 feet over all and 78 feet 
beam, against the Tnshmoo's 320 feet 
length and 70 feet, width. The Erie was 
built to make fust schedules between 
Cleveland nnd Buffalo under all condi- 
tions and has twice the power of her 
rival. The Tashmoo was innde for riv- 
er work, draws much less water than 
the Erie and is built like a cigar, with 
a sharp tapering prow. 


It is estimated that over $100,000 will

Eico division* as rendered by the Unit- 
ed States supremo cu:!rt are. now being 
discussed and analyzed by lawyer and 
layman alike. The truth is being sev- 
ered from the fiction and as the decis- 
ion* are separated and applied, it is be- 
ipg seen that the contradictions find re- 
versals of the court are more apparent 
than real. 
• 


Porto Rico is a part of this country; 


it is not u foreign'country; it is a tcr- ippines were 
ritory appurtenant and belonging to tnc 
United States. ihe congress lias the 
fullest control over the territories, ran 
do as it is minded in telling or keeping, 
at it* discretion, may extend or not ex- 
tend the c-onatitution to them »•« long 
as it ix so pleased as territories, and as 
colonies or dependencies. This is to say 
congress may, not the executive.. 


This country may acquire territory 


and does not necessarily have to incor- 
porate* such as an intergral part of it- 
self. But congress can not- 
rise 
any 


higher than its owr. source, in words, 
congress must'-give. territories- the same 
•measure of political liberty us enjoyed 
at home or among the stiil.es. The con-
